PHILIPS BURG--Some 
175 persons in total were 
tested for HIV/AIDS and 
US $9,000 was raised in 
what has been described as 
a successful second annual 
radio-thon organised by St. 
Maarten AIDS Foundation 
and Scotiabank on Sunday. 
The event was geared 
towards raising funds for 
the Stronger Together Red 
Ribbon Campaign and to 
raise awareness about the 
pandemic. 

The US $9,000 raised 
brings the total amount 
raked in thus far to about 
US $20,000, about US 
$5,000 less than the US 
$25,000 target. 

The radio-thon was 
simulcast by PJD2 and 
Pearl Radio in Dutch St. 
Maarten and SOS Radio in 
French St. Martin. A crew 
from Island 92 was also on 
hand. 

Leader of Government 
William Marlin, who 
yesterday challenged 
radio listeners and then 
matched the amount they 
pledged, will be on the 
radio again today to help 
raise additional funds for 
the campaign.

1, when the Stronger 
Campaign wraps up. He 
said the support given by 
the community in the radio- 
thon had been fantastic. 

St. Maarten AIDS

Gerard van Osch said 
both men and women 
had turned out to get 
tested, individually and as 
couples. 

Some 14 teams had 
competed in the basketball 
knockout competition 
held at L.B. Scott Sports 
Auditorium, where testing 
centres had also been set 


up to encourage youths to 
get tested. Van Osch said 
this had also been very 
successful. 

Van Osch credited 
heightened awareness for 
the large number of persons 
who had come out for 
testing. 

“I think people understand 
that it is important to do an 
HIV test if you’ve ever had 
a risk of becoming infected 


with HIV. They kn ow that 
testing early [is critical], 
like testing for breast cancer 
at an early stage, and if you 
keep yourself healthy, you 
will stay healthy all your 
life,” he said. 

He also credited the Red 
Campaign for its work in 
helping create awareness in 
the community. 

Information on HIV 
and AIDS was provided 


throughout the day and free 
condoms were distributed 
as efforts were stepped 
up to raise much-needed 
funds to fuel the positive 
work of St. Maarten AIDS 
Foundation in 2010. More 
than 100 volunteers assisted 
in the event. 

The Red Ribbon Campaign 
has raised about US 
$100,000 since its inception 
four years ago. Funds 


from the radio-thon will 
go towards the various 
programmes executed by 
the AIDS Foundation, such 
as its media campaign, 
commercial sex workers 
programme, girl power 
programme and condom 
distribution campaign. The 
foundation also hopes to 
start a boys programme 
soon. □

Minister Van der laan seeks Antillean support 


AMSTERDAM—Dutch Minister of 
Integration Eberhard van der Laan 
called on the Antillean community in 
the Netherlands to jointly solve the 
issue of “its” problematic youngsters 
during a meeting of Antillean Network 
Association VAN in Amsterdam Friday 
evening. He spoke of society’s “shared 
responsibility” and of “solidarity.” 

“I know the community wants to be 
addressed and wants to help. The 
involvement of your community is big,” 
said Van der Laan, whose government 
is making 4.5 million euros per year 
available until 2013. The 22 so-called 
“Antillean” municipalities will match 
the 4.5 million euros by making 
available an additional 4.5 million 
euros annually. Van der Laan said he 
hoped that by making this appeal to 
the Antillean community he wouldn’t 
be accused of discrimination, singling 
out a specific segment of society. 

The theme of Friday’s gathering was, 
as Van der Laan put it, the “sad” aspect 
of young Antilleans causing trouble 
in Dutch society, more specifically, 
his recent letter on this issue. He said 
the problem of youngsters from the 


Netherlands Antilles who “go off the 
road” was almost similar to that of 
their Moroccan peers. 

The Dutch cabinet intends to be tough, 
but fair, said Van der Laan. “Some 
youngsters are a problem and have 
problems, but that is never an excuse 
to behave in an antisocial manner. 
You have to keep your hands off other 
people’s property and especially their 
bodies. This government wants to help. 
Youngsters who want to be helped 
receive assistance,” he said. 

But government can’t do it alone 
and therefore the Minister called on 
the more than 200 persons attending 
Friday’s VAN gathering to jump in and 
help. “The question is what we can do 
together, so I’m appealing to you for 
help.” 

He stressed that the vast majority of 
young Antilleans were doing fine in 
the Netherlands, studying, working 
and making something of themselves. 
However, the minority that don’t do 
well spoil the general image, he said. 
Statistics show that Antilleans are doing 
better in the Netherlands than before. 
Crime and school drop-out figures have 


gone down. Unemployment figures 
and the number of arrested suspects 
have also decreased. The fact that the 
number of persons migrating mainly 
from Curasao to the Netherlands has 
gone down in recent years probably 
contributes to the more positive 
statistics. 

Even so, crime, school drop-out and 
unemployment figures are too high, 
with Antillean youngsters being over¬ 
represented when compared to Dutch 
natives of the same age group. “Things 
are going better, but there’s still a lot 
to do,” said Van der Laan, who praised 
the work of Antillean organisations 
and the municipalities. 

The Minister also addressed the issue 
of familiarisation (inburgering) in his 
speech. He appeared to be in favour 
of some form of familiarisation course 
focusing on the Dutch language. 
“Familiarisation isn’t compulsory for 
Antilleans, but the fact remains that 
they have a problem with the Dutch 
language,” he said, hoping that the 
youngsters would take advantage of 
the opportunities to be offered by 
municipalities. 


Chairman of the Antillean umbrella 
organisation OCaN Glenn Heiberg 
said he didn’t consider Van der Laan’s 
appeal to seek assistance and make the 
Antillean community co-responsible 
for the problem of Antillean youngsters 
discriminatory. But, he added, the 
effort has to come from both sides. 
Dutch society should also help and 
give Antillean children the feeling that 
they are worth something, he said. 
Heiberg, co-organiser of Friday’s 
event, said he was also in favour of 
familiarisation courses for Antilleans. 
“I, too, think that people have to learn 
the Dutch language.” But, he added, 
the language issue did relate to a sense 
of pride and self-worth, and that proper 
education for Antillean children was 
important as well. 

Heiberg asked Van der Laan how 
government planned to execute its 
policy in four years so that an Antillean- 
specific policy would no longer be 
needed. “We have been addressing 
this issue for years already.” Heiberg 
said there were many Antillean 
professionals whose expertise could 
prove useful. □ 


Various items on promenade constantly moved, vandalised 


PHILIPSBURG-Great Bay beach promenade, in all 
its beauty and success, could use some touching up 
right about now, says a concerned citizen who took 
some pictures last week featuring various items on 
the promenade in a state of disrepair. 

The concerned citizen also wanted to know who was 
responsible for the promenade’s maintenance. 
Clearly visible were a damaged and rusted garbage 
bin, overturned benches, damaged electrical panels 
on every light pole, a cannon off its support structure 
and pointed in the wrong direction, and benches 
moved into alleys by persons in Philipsburg who had 
either mental or drug problems. When contacted for 
comment, Commissioner in Charge of Public Works 
Theo Heyliger forwarded the concerns to the Public 
Works Department, which in turn sought out Clean 
St. Maarten N.V. for an explanation. 

However, The Daily Herald understands that Clean 
St. Maarten N.V. is responsible only for cleaning of 


the promenade - not for the upkeep of the items. 
Clean St. Maarten Managing Director Boykie Mendez 
explained that some of the instances reflected ongoing 
battles with one person in particular, in Philipsburg. 
This person, he said, had had many run-ins with the 
law and with Clean St. Maarten personnel for moving 
and/or vandalising items on the promenade. He even 
goes as far as constructing a shelter for himself with 
benches and other items. After numerous physical 
altercations between the person in question and Clean 
St. Maarten personnel, the control unit informed 
Clean St. Maarten to refrain from approaching the 
person, and to advise law enforcement when the 
person got out of hand. This, however, does not seem 
a viable deterrent for the person in question, who 
has been locked up before and then released back 
into the community a few days later. The benches 
are also being moved daily by youngsters in the area 
who move them when they hang out in the alleys at 


night. In the case of the garbage bin, Mendez said 
last Friday that it would be removed right away and 
the remaining bins would be spread out to cover the 
area. Clean St. Maarten can also replace the bin and 
will submit a quote to do so. 

There is nothing Clean St. Maarten can do about the 
cannon, as this falls under the auspices of the Public 
Works Department. It was previously replaced and 
cannot be moved by hand. Clean St. Maarten could 
solve the problem with the missing electrical plates 
on the light poles but would have to get that directive 
from government. 

“It is important for the general public to understand 
that Clean St. Maarten is responsible for the cleaning 
of the promenade. In our daily cleanings and dealings 
related to the cleaning we come across these issues. 
We will always take the calls and reports seriously 
and handle them all to the best of our ability, because 
it is for St. Maarten,” Mendez said. □

in a statement. 

Still, WHO’s advice raises 
questions about how countries 
and donor agencies will pay for 
the lifelong AIDS treatment. 
About 4 million people 
worldwide are receiving AIDS 
drugs, but another 5 million 
are still waiting in line. With 
its new recommendations, 
WHO guessed that another 
3 to 5 million people now 
qualify for the drugs. 

It may also be difficult to 


convince HIV patients to 
start the drugs sooner, when 
some may not have any AIDS 
symptoms. Putting more 
patients on the treatment 
for a longer period of time 
could also encourage drug 
resistance. 

Ross said many AIDS 
programs in Africa are already 
struggling. He added there 
were anecdotal reports of 
clinics turning away new 
patients eligible for treatment 


because they didn’t have 
enough drugs to treat them. 
Some experts said the new 
WHO guidance could add 
billions to the cost of global 
AIDS programs. “WHO may 
be biting off more than they 
can chew,” said Philip Stevens, 
a director at International 
Policy Network, a London- 
based think tank. “I’m not sure 
how this will be possible to 
achieve, other than by cutting 
lots of comers,” he said.Q

LONDON - People infected 
with the vims that causes AIDS 
should start treatment earlier 
than currently recommended, 
the World Health Organization 
said Monday. 

The U.N. agency issued new 
guidance advising doctors 
to start giving patients AIDS 
dmgs a year or two earlier 
than usual. The advice could 
double the number of people 
worldwide who qualify for 
treatment, adding an extra 3 
to 5 million patients to the 5 
million already awaiting AIDS 
dmgs. 

WHO ’spreviousHI V treatment 
advice was published in 2006. 
Since then, several studies 
have shown people with HIV 
who start dmgs earlier than 
recommended have a better 
chance of surviving. 

WHO now advises doctors to 
start HIV patients on dmgs 
when their level of CD4 cells 
— a measure of the immune 
system — is about 350. 
Previously they said doctors 


should wait until patients’ 
levels hovered around 200. 
In most Western countries, 
doctors start treating HIV 
patients when their CD4 count 
is about 500. 

David Ross, an AIDS expert at 
the London School of Hygiene 
and Tropical Medicine, said 
there is compelling evidence 
HIV patients should start 
treatment sooner. People with 
HIV who aren’t on AIDS 
dmgs are more likely to catch 
a potentially fatal disease like 
tuberculosis or develop other 
complications when they do 
start the dmgs, Ross said. 
WHO’s new recommendations 
also advise pregnant women 
with HIV to take the dmgs 
earlier and while breast¬ 
feeding. The agency also said 
countries should phase out 
the use of the commonly used 
AIDS dmg stavudine because 
of its toxic side effects. If 
countries with large outbreaks 
adopt the guidance, many 
more people could live longer, 
healthier lives, said Hiroki 
Nakatani, a top WHO official 



Autism treatment works in 
kids as young as 18 mos.

CHICAGO - The first rigorous study of 
behavior treatment in autistic children as 
young as 18 months found two years of 
therapy can vastly improve symptoms, often 
resulting in a milder diagnosis. 

The study was small — just 48 children 
evaluated at the University of Washington 
— but the results were so encouraging it has 
been expanded to several other sites, said 
Geraldine Dawson, chief science officer of 
the advocacy group Autism Speaks. Dawson, 
a former University of Washington professor, 
led the research team. 

Early autism treatment has been getting more 
attention, but it remains controversial because 
there’s scant rigorous evidence showing it 
really works. The study is thus “a landmark 
of great import,” said Tony Charman, an 
autism education specialist at the Institute of 
Education in London. 

There’s also a growing emphasis on 
diagnosing autism at the earliest possible 
age, and the study shows that can pay off 
with early, effective treatment, said Laura 
Schreibman, an autism researcher at the 
University of California at San Diego. 

The National Institute of Mental Health 
funded the study, which was published online 
Monday in Pediatrics. 

Children aged 18 months to 30 months 
were randomly assigned to receive behavior 
treatment called the Early Start Denver model 
from therapists and parents, or they were 
referred to others for less comprehensive 
care. The therapy is similar to other types 


of autism behavior treatment. It focused 
on social interaction and communication 
— which are both difficult for many autistic 
children. For example, therapists or parents 
would repeatedly hold a toy near a child’s 
face to encourage the child to have eye 
contact — a common problem in autism. Or 
they’d reward children when they used words 
to ask for toys. 

Children in the specialized group had four 
hours of therapist-led treatment five days a 
week, plus at least five hours weekly from 
parents. 

After two years, IQ increased an average of 
almost 18 points in the specialized group, 
versus seven points in the others. Language 
skills also improved more in the specialized 
group. Almost 30 percent in the specialized 
group were re-diagnosed with a less severe 
form of autism after two years, versus 5 
percent of the others. No children were 
considered “cured.” 

Ashton Faller of Everett, Wash., got 
specialized treatment, starting at age 2. 

“He had no verbal speech whatsoever, no eye 
contact, he was very withdrawn,” recalled his 
mother, Lisa Faller. 

Within two years, Ashton had made “amazing” 
gains, she said. Now almost 6, he’s in a 
normal kindergarten class, and though he still 
has mild delays in social skills, people have a 
hard time believing he is autistic, Faller said. 
The treatment is expensive; participants didn’t 
pay, but it can cost $50,000 a year, Dawson 
said. Some states require insurers to cover 
such costs, and Autism Speaks is working to 
expand those laws.Q

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Stocks fall as investors 
worry about consumers

NEW YORK - Reviving 
worries about the strength of 
the holiday shopping season 
weighed on stocks. 

Stocks fell modestly Monday 
as retailers slid and the 
dollar pared its losses against 
other major currencies. The 
strengthening greenback 
weighed on prices of some 
commodities, which hurt 
materials stocks. 

Investors, reassured for the 
moment that credit problems 
in the Middle Eastern city- 
state of Dubai weren’t a sign 
of spreading troubles, turned 
their attention to consumers, 
whose spending is the biggest 
driver of the U.S. economy. 
Preliminary figures by 
ShopperTrak, a research firm 
that tracks more than 50,000 
outlets, showed that sales 
rose 0.5 percent on Friday, the 
start to the holiday shopping 
season. Online sales jumped 11 
percent Thursday and Friday, 
according to comScore, an 
Internet research firm. 

Sales met expectations but 
couldn’t erase worries that 
consumer spending will still 
remain too weak to boost 
the economy. Investors have 


been worried that rising 
unemployment would make 
shoppers uncomfortable about 
spending during the holidays. 
Traders are already looking to 
the government’s November 
unemployment report, which 
is due Friday. 

The N ational Retail F ederation, 
a trade group, said Sunday it 
still expects holiday sales to 
slip 1 percent compared with 
last year. 

Benny Lorenzo, CEO of the 
investment bank Kaufman 
Bros, in New York, said the 
retail numbers might not look 
as impressive because there 
were so many markdowns 
and clearance sales last year. 
He said investors are cautious 
about the results but pointed 
to Internet retailers as one area 
of strength. 

“Certainly in a market like this 
it could’ve been a lot worse 
for sure,” he said. “The online 
vendors, they seem to have 
done pretty well.” 

In early afternoon trading, the 
Dow Jones industrial average 
fell 26.22, or 0.3 percent, 
to 10,283.70. The broader 
Standard & Poor’s 500 index 
fell 3.52, or 0.3 percent, to 
1,087.97, and the Nasdaq 
composite index fell 12.11, or 
0.6 percent, to 2,126.33. 


Bond prices were mixed. The 
yield on the benchmark 10- 
year Treasury note, which 
moves opposite its price, rose 
to 3.22 percent from 3.21 
percent late Friday. The yield 
on the three-month T-bill, 
considered one of the safest 
investments, rose to 0.06 
percent from 0.01 percent. 

The dollar pared its losses 
against other major currencies, 
while gold rose. 

The stock market’s modest 
moves came after stocks 
tumbled Friday on concern 
about Dubai’s debt problems. 
The Dow dropped 155 points 
before closing three hours 
early for the Thanksgiving 
holiday. It had fallen much as 
233 points in early trading. 
Investors were initially 
anxious about the possibility 
that a debt default by Dubai 
could touch off a new round 
of lending problems even 
as credit markets are still 
recovering from last year’s 
near-shutdown following the 
collapse of Lehman Brothers. 
However, it appeared U.S. 
investors hold little of Dubai’s 
debt, which has eased some 
concerns. The United Arab 
Emirates, where Dubai is 
located, also said Sunday 
it will make extra funding 
available to all banks in the 
country, including foreign 
banks with local offices. 

Rob Lutts, president and chief 
investment officer of Cabot 
Money Management, said 
that while some investments 
will be lost in Dubai, global 
stock markets are accounting 
for the potential losses. 
“We’ve seen the impact,” he 
said, pointing to the drops last 
week. “I think that issue is 
known now.” 

The broader worry is that 
banks and other lenders would 
cut back financing to other 
emerging markets because of 
fears of default, Lutts said. □ 


Court hears Vloxx 
lawsuit arguments

WASHINGTON - Lawyers for Merck & Co. told the Supreme 
Court Monday investors waited too late and didn’t do all of the 
necessary investigations to sue the drug maker over whether 
it properly warned about the risks of its blockbuster painkiller 
Vioxx. 

Whether the high court agrees with the drug maker will help 
clarify the legal standards for determining exactly when the 
clock starts running for the two-year window to sue a company 
accused of defrauding investors. 

Merck wants the high court to overturn a decision by the 3rd 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals that will let proceed a class- 
action securities lawsuit related to the tens of billions of dollars 
in shareholder value lost overnight after Merck pulled Vioxx 
off the market. 

The Whitehouse Station, New Jersey-based company withdrew 
the drug from the market on Sept. 30, 2004 because it doubled 
the risks of heart attack, stroke and death. 

Investors had accused Merck of providing misleading 
information or omitting information about the risks of Vioxx. 
After a widely publicized study comparing Vioxx to naproxen, 
another pain reliever, found about five times more heart attacks 
in the patient group taking Vioxx, Merck officials argued 
repeatedly that was because naproxen protected the heart. 
Experts have since dismissed that. 

After it pulled Vioxx from the market, Merck was hit with 
a deluge of lawsuits from shareholders, patients and their 
survivors claiming Vioxx caused heart attacks and strokes, and 
from insurance plans seeking reimbursement for their costs for 
covering Vioxx prescriptions. 

Merck says the investors should have known from public 
information that there could be problems with Vioxx, because 
the regulatory Food and Drug Administration had issued 
warnings to Merck about Vioxx risks late in September 2001. 
“There was sufficient information in the public domain,” Merck 
lawyer Kannon Shanmugam said. 

A U.S. district judge agreed and dismissed the November 
2003 lawsuit, ruling it was filed after the two-year statute of 
limitations expired. 

But the Philadelphia-based appeals court reversed that decision, 
allowing the many shareholder lawsuits, now consolidated in 
federal court, to proceed. 

The court said the investors could not have known more than 
two years ahead of time of the possible wrongdoing by Merck. 
Shanmugam argued that the investors should have taken it upon 
themselves to investigate the problems, which would have 
extended the statute of limitations. But the justices questioned 
whether it would have been possible to come across any more 
information than what was already publicly available. 

“It’s a question of what a reasonable person would do,” Justice 
Stephen Breyer said. 

The rule said the clock on the statute of limitations begins after 
the discovery of the wrongdoing, Justice John Paul Stevens 
said. “You argue that it should be two years after he should have 
discovered” it, he said. 

The court will make a decision on the case next year. 

The case is Merck v. Reynolds, 08-905.□

- Roman Polanski remained 
in jail Monday, despite 
visits from his lawyer and a 
French diplomat, and it was 
unclear if the director had met 
Switzerland’s demand of a full 
bail payment of $4.5 million 
to be released. 

The Swiss Justice Ministry 
declined to say what guarantees 


Polanski needed to give to be 
transferred from the jail near 
Zurich to house arrest at his 
chalet in the luxury resort of 
Gstaad. 

In addition to bail, the 76-year- 
old filmmaker must surrender 
his identity papers and be fitted 
with an electronic monitoring 
bracelet. He would not be 
allowed to leave his property 
as he awaits a decision on 
whether he will be extradited 
to the U.S. for having sex in 


1977 with a 13-year-old girl. 
“The bail must be wired to a 
bank account, and the bank 
must then notify us that it has 
received the bail,” ministry 
spokesman Folco Galli said. 
“Nothing happens before 
that.” 

The full bail payment 
is standard practice in 
Switzerland, Galli said. 

That is different from other 
countries such as the United 
States, where bail bondsmen 
often post a percentage of the 
total payment required by a 
court. 

Polanski has been in Swiss 
custody since being arrested 
Sept. 26 on a U.S. warrant as 
he arrived in Zurich to receive 
a lifetime achievement award 
at a film festival. Authorities 
in Los Angeles want him 
returned to be sentenced after 
31 years as a fugitive. 

The director of such film 
classics as “Rosemary’s 
Baby,” “Chinatown” and 
“The Pianist” was being held 
at a jail in Winterthur, near 
Zurich, where he was visited 
Monday by his lawyer Lorenz 
Emi and French diplomat 
Jean-Luc Faure-Tournaire. 
“He is in good spirits. He is 
very happy about how he has 
been treated here,” Faure- 
Tournaire said. He expected 
Polanski to leave jail soon, but 
he could not say how quickly. 
Emi stayed for several hours 
in the jail, and refused to 
answer questions when he 
left. Contacted by telephone, 
Polanski’s Paris lawyer Herve 
Temime also declined to 
comment. 

In the central resort town of 
Gstaad, however, workers 
were seen clearing heavy 
snow from the road leading 
up to Polanski’s property, a 
three-story stucco and wood 
home with its own garden. 
The chalet is where he would 
be confined until extradition 
is decided and any appeals are 
complete. 

An alarm will ring if Polanski 
leaves the property, but no 
special police protection will 
be provided. The director will 
be able to go outside to check 
the mail or entertain guests 
in the garden. He also will 
be able to make calls, send e- 
mails and work on his films. 


Phone conversations will not 
be monitored. 

It was unclear when Polanski’s 
wife and two children would 
join him in Gstaad. His sister- 
in-law, Mathilde Seigner, told 
the Le Parisien newspaper that 
his family usually goes to the 
chalet around Christmas and 
plans to meet there again this 
year. 

The director has been in Swiss 
custody since being arrested 
Sept. 26 on a U.S. warrant as 
he arrived in Zurich to receive 
a lifetime achievement award 
at a film festival. Authorities 
in Los Angeles want him 
returned to be officially 
sentenced after 31 years as a 
fugitive.

He 
was indicted on six felony 
counts, including rape by use 
of dmgs, child molestation 
and sodomy, but he pleaded 
guilty to the lesser charge of 
unlawful sexual intercourse. 

In exchange, the judge agreed 
to drop the remaining charges 
and sent him to prison for a 
90-day psychiatric evaluation. 
The evaluator released 
Polanski after 42 days, but 
the judge said he was going 
to send him back to serve out 
the 90 days. Polanski fled 
the U.S. on Feb. 1, 1978, the 
day he was to be formally 
sentenced. He has lived since 
then in France, which does not 
extradite its citizens. □

Obama to reveal war plan, 
bids to sell Americans

WASHINGTON (AP) 
President Barack Obama 
on Tuesday reveals his plan 
for winning an unpopular 8- 
year-old war in Afghanistan, 
embarking on a mission to sell 
skeptical Americans on the 
need to put thousands more 
troops in harm’s way and to 
spend additional billions of 
taxpayer dollars. 

After deliberating with his 
security team for three months, 
Obama issued new orders 
to military commanders on 
Sunday, setting in motion a 
strategy that may represent 
a defining decision of his 
presidency. At least one group 
of U.S. Marines will be in 
place by Christmas. 

The president faces stiff 
opposition in Congress, where 
lawmakers control spending 
for the war effort and many 
fellow Democrats oppose 
expanding or even continuing 
the conflict. 

While specifics of the new 
policy have been closely 
guarded by the White House,

SEATTLE (AP) — The 
suspect in the slaying of four 
police officers gunned down 
in a coffee shop was not found 
Monday in the Seattle home 
where he was thought to have 
been holed up overnight, likely 
wounded from his bloody 
encounter with the officers. 
Pierce County sheriff’s 
spokesman Ed Troyer said 
the location of Maurice 
Clemmons was not known, 
and it’s possible he still could 
be in the neighborhood. Troyer 
also said people who know 
Clemmons told investigators 
he had been shot in the torso. 
“If he didn’t get a ride out of 
there, he could still be in the 
area,” Troyer said. 

Troyer said warrants for first- 
degree murder have been 
issued against Clemmons, 37, 
who is accused of shooting 
four officers from the Tacoma 
suburb of Lakewood on 
Sunday morning as they were 
working in the coffee house. 
Pierce County, where the 
shootings happened, is the 
lead agency investigating the 
case.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The couple who crashed the 


Associated Press 
Obama administration’s first 
state dinner communicated 
with a senior Pentagon official 
about going to the event, but 


the official denies that she 
helped the couple get in. 
Michele Jones, a special 
assistant to Defense Secretary 
Robert Gates, said in a written 
statement issued through the 
White House on Monday 
evening that she never said 
or implied she would get 
Michaele and Tareq Salahi 
into the Nov. 24 White House 
dinner. 

“I specifically stated that 
they did not have tickets and 
in fact that I did not have 
the authority to authorize 
attendance, admittance or 
access to any part of the 
evening’s activities,” Jones 
said. “Even though I informed 
them of this, they still decided 
to come.” 

This is the latest twist in the 
unfolding mystery of how the 
two reality show wannabes 
managed to get into the highly 
secured event and shake hands 
with President Barack Obama. 
Also on Monday, a House 
committee chairman asked 
the couple and Secret Service 
Director Mark Sullivan to 
testify at a hearing Thursday 
on the incident. 

The White House issued Jones ’ 
statement after questions were 
raised about communications 


between the administration 
and the couple prior to the 
dinner. 

A friend of the couple told 
The Washington Post that 
the Salahis interpreted their 
e-mail exchange with Jones 
as permission to attend the 
exclusive party. 

Rep. Bennie Thompson, 
chairman of the House 
Homeland Security 

Committee, said he wants 
answers about the Secret 
Service’s security deficiencies 
that allowed the Salahis to 
attend the dinner. A White 
House photo showed the 
Salahis in the receiving line 
in the Blue Room with Obama 
and Indian Prime Minister 
Manmohan Singh, in whose 
honor the dinner was held. 
Obama and Michaele Salahi 
are smiling as she grasps his 
right hand with both of hers 
and her husband looks on. 
Singh is to Obama’s left. 

“This is a time for answers,” 
Thompson said in a statement 
Monday. “This is not the 
time for political games or 
scapegoating to distract our 
attention from the careful 
oversight we must apply to 
the Secret Service and its 
mission.” 

Some lawmakers have called 
for criminal charges to be 
brought against the couple, but 
the Secret Service has not yet 
decided whether to refer the 
case for criminal prosecution. 
The Secret Service declined to 
comment on whether Sullivan 
would testify on Thursday. 

On Friday, Sullivan issued 
a statement saying that his 
agency is “deeply concerned 
and embarrassed” by the 
circumstances. 

Secret Service spokesman Ed 
Donovan said the couple was 
not on the approved list for the 
party, but they were allowed 
in. “This should not have 
occurred,” Donovan said. 
“The preliminary findings 
of our internal investigation 
have determined established 
protocols were not followed at 
an initial checkpoint, verifying 
that two individuals were 
on the guest list,” Sullivan 
said Friday. “Although these 
individuals went through 
magnetometers and other 
levels of screening, they 
should have been prohibited 


from entering the event 
entirely. That failing is ours.” 
White House spokesman 
Robert Gibbs said Monday 
the president shares the Secret 
Service director’s concern 
about the incident. 

“That’s why there’s an 
investigation,” Gibbs said. 
Gibbs said the president was 
not concerned about his safety 
and continues to have faith in 
the Secret Service. 

The ranking Republican on 
the House Homeland Security 
committee, Rep. Peter King 
of New York, also said there 
needs to be an investigation 
into what happened. King said 
he wants to be sure the hearing 
does not give away Secret 
Service operations or methods 
that could tip someone off how 
to get into the White House. 
King said he’s been to at least 
40 invitation-only events at 
the White House — including 
two state dinners — and 
security has always been tight 
and thorough. 

The Salahis have boasted 
about going to the state dinner 
on their Facebook page: 
“Honored to be at the White 
House for the state dinner in 
honor of India with President 
Obama and our First Lady!” 
they wrote. 

Michaele Salahi is a reality 
TV hopeful trying to get on 
Bravo’s “The Real Housewives 
of D.C.” 

The couple’s publicist, 
Mahogany Jones, could not 
immediately be reached for 
comment about whether the 
Salahis wouldtestify Thursday. 
But earlier Monday, Jones said 
allegations that the Salahis 
are shopping interviews and 
demanding money from 
television networks to tell 
their story are false. 

Jones said the couple is not 
making any formal comments 
or arrangements to speak with 
the media.

NEW YORK (AP) — 
Turns out those discredited 
rumors of a possible 
Chelsea Clinton wedding 
last summer were mostly 
just premature: The 29- 
year old daughter of former 
President Bill Clinton and 
Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton has 
become engaged to her 
longtime boyfriend, 31- 
year old investment banker 
Marc Mezvinsky. 

The couple sent an e-mail to 
friends Friday announcing 
the news, saying they 
were looking at a possible 
wedding next summer. Matt 
McKenna, a spokesman 
for the former president, 
confirmed the engagement 
Monday. 

Mezvinsky is a son of 
former Pennsylvania 
Rep. Marjorie Margolies- 
Mezvinsky and former 
Iowa Rep. Ed Mezvinsky, 
longtime friends of the 
Clintons. Ed Mezvinsky 
was released from federal 
prison last year after serving 
a nearly five-year sentence 
for wire and bank fraud. 
Margolies-Mezvinsky 
served just one term in 
Congress before losing her 
seat in 1994 after voting in 
favor of President Clinton’s 
1993 budget, which was 
controversial at the time. 

At the State Department 
Monday, Hillary Clinton 
had one brief encounter 
with reporters but took 
no questions. Later, her 
spokesman, Ian C. Kelly,

was asked about the reported 
engagement but said it 
would be inappropriate for 
him to comment. 

“I have a daughter who’s 
around, she’s 22 years old. 
And the last thing I would 
want would be for the State 
Department spokesman 
to talk about the personal 
plans of my daughter, so 
I am going to decline any 
co mm ent on that,” Kelly 
said. 

The formerfirstdaughterand 
her fiance became friends 
as teenagers in Washington 
and both attended Stanford 
University. They now 
live in New York, where 
Mezvinsky works at G3 
Capital, a Manhattan 
hedge fund, and Clinton is 
pursuing a graduate degree 
at Columbia University’s 
School of Public Health. 
Before returning to graduate 
school, Clinton worked at 
Avenue Capital, a hedge 
fund run by prominent 
Democratic donor Marc 
Lasry. She also worked at 
McKinsey and Company, 
a management consulting 
firm. 

Since her debut on the public 


stage as a curly haired 12- 
year old during her father’s 
1992 presidential campaign, 
Clinton has maintained a 
fairly low public profile. 
That changed in 2008, 
when the press-shy Clinton 
stepped out on the campaign 
trail to help her mother’s 
bid for the Democratic 
presidential nomination. 
Before beginning 

a relationship with 
Mezvinsky, Clinton dated 
Ian Klaus, a Rhodes Scholar 
she met while studying 
international relations at 
Oxford in 2002. Klaus 
dedicated his first book, 
“Elvis is Titanic,” about his 
experience teaching in the 
Kurdistan province of Iraq, 
to Clinton. 

Earlier this year, Hillary 
Clinton was forced to tamp 
down speculation that her 
daughter and Mezvinsky 
were already engaged and 
would marry in August 
on Martha’s Vineyard. 
President Barack Obama, 
who was vacationing on 
the island at the time, was 
rumored to be on the guest 
list. 

Clinton aides, citing 


Chelsea’s privacy, declined 
to disclose whether she has 
received an engagement 
ring or any other details 
about wedding plans. It will 
be an interfaith marriage; 
Mezvinsky is Jewish, while 


Clinton grew up attending 
Methodist Church with 
her mother. Bill Clinton is 
Southern Baptist. 

Word of the engagement 
was first reported by ABC 
News.Q

And co mm ents Monday by 
White House spokesman 
Robert Gibbs indicated 
that Obama will be forward 
looking in his nationally 
televised speech at the U.S. 
Military Academy in West 
Point, New York. He will 
focus on the need to protect 
Afghans from the brutal 
Taliban insurgency and to 
train the country’s security 
forces for the day when 
they assume control of a 
land that has been at war for 
30 years. 

Obama is not expected to set 
a deadline for an American 
withdrawal. 

“I think there has to be 
a renewed emphasis on 
the training of Afghan 
national security forces,” 
Gibbs said, explaining 
that the president’s plan 
looked toward to the day 
when the Afghan army and 


police would be “primarily 
responsible” for security. 
The United States went to 
war in Afghanistan shortly 
after the 2003 al-Qaida 
terrorist attacks on the 
United States. 

Osama bin Laden, leader of 
the group, and key members 
of the terrorist organization 
were headquartered in 
Afghanistan at the time, 
taking advantage of 
sanctuary afforded by the 
Taliban government that 
ran the mountainous and 
isolated country. 

Taliban forces were quickly 
driven from power, while 
bin Laden and his top 
deputies were believed to 
have fled into neighboring 
Pakistan. While the al- 
Qaida leadership appears to 
be bottled up in the rugged 
mountains, the U.S. military 
strategy of targeted missile 
attacks from unmanned 
drone aircraft has yet to

flush bin Laden and his 
cohort from hiding. 

That, the administration 
argues, means the U.S. must 
continue fighting to prevent 
the Taliban from regaining 
control and reopening the 
country to al-Qaida. 

“I think what the president 
will discuss ... is ensuring 
that we prevent the Taliban 
from being capable of 
controlling the government 
of Afghanistan, as well as 
incapable of providing safe 
haven from which al-Qaida 
can plot and undertake 
terrorist activities like we ’ ve 
seen happen previously in 
the United States,” Gibbs 
said. 

The escalation of U.S. 
forces over the coming 
year would put more than 
100,000 American troops 
in Afghanistan at an annual 
cost of about $75 billion. 
Obama notified key 
administration and 

military officials of his 
decision Sunday night 
and spent the day Monday 
contacting leaders of 
key American allies, 


especially NATO members 
who have a significant 
troop commitment in 
Afghanistan. 

British Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown on Monday 
announced that 500 extra 
U.K. troops would arrive in 
southern Afghanistan next 
month. 

Britain has taken the 
lead in lobbying for 
extra reinforcements for 
the NATO mission in 
Afghanistan. Last week, 
Brown said that NATO 
nations — not including the 
U.S. — are prepared to offer 
about 5,000 more troops 
for Afghanistan. So far, 
Slovakia has offered 250 
extra soldiers, Georgia has 
pledged between 700 and 
1,000 soldiers, and South 
Korea has said it would 
send “several hundred” to 
protect its reconstruction 
teams. 

Right now, there are about 
71,000 U.S. troops in 
Afghanistan. NATO and 
other allies collectively 
have an additional 36,000 
troops in the country. 


While some congressional 
Democrats are lining up in 
opposition to an expanded 
U.S. mission, Republicans 
have been pressing Obama 
to move more quickly to 
meet the request of Afghan 
commander Gen. Stanley 
McChrystal who has said 
the U.S. was headed for 
defeat without the troop 
increase. 

McChrystal issued his 
report on the Afghan 
mission in late summer, 
and — as administration 
deliberations dragged on — 
he publicly pressed Obama 
about the need for about 
40,000 addition troops. His 
report was leaked to the 
Washington Post. 

After that, former Vice 
President Dick Cheney 
accused Obama of 
“dithering” over the 
decision. 

Supporters, however, said 
Obama was taking the time 
and care that the former 
Bush administration should 
have employed before 
going to war in Afghanistan 
and then in Iraq.Q

Police surrounded the 
house late Sunday. Before 
heavily armed police 
officers determined shortly 
before dawn that Clemmons 
was not in the house, 
negotiators spent hours 
trying to communicate with 
him, using loudspeakers, 
explosions and even a 
robot sent into the house. 
At one point, gunshots rang 
through the neighborhood. 
Cle mm ons has a long 
criminal history, including 
a long prison sentence 
commuted by former 
Arkansas Gov. Mike 
Huckabee nearly a decade 
ago, and a recent arrest for 
allegedly assaulting a police 
officer in Washington state. 
Authorities allege he killed 
Sgt. Mark Renninger, 39, 
and officers Ronald Owens, 
37, Tina Griswold, 40, and 


Greg Richards, 42, as they 
worked on their laptop 
computers at the beginning 
of their shifts. 

Clemmons is believed to 
have been in the area of 
the coffee shop around the 
time of the shooting, but 
Troyer declined to say what 
evidence might link him to 
the shooting. 

Investigators say they know 
of no reason four gunning 
down the officers, but 
court documents indicate 
Clemmons is delusional 
and mentally unstable. 
“We’re going to be surprised 
if there is a motive worth 
mentioning,” said Troyer, 
who sketched out a scene 
of controlled and deliberate 
carnage that spared the 
employees and other 
customers at the coffee 
shop in suburban Parkland, 
about 35 miles south of 
Seattle.□

Hurricane season ends with barely a whimper

SAVANNAH, Ga. - The Atlantic hurricane season 
ended Monday with barely a whimper: Not a single 
hurricane came ashore in the United States. 

Since June, when the season began, just nine 
named storms developed. Only three of them 
became hurricanes, and those stayed out at sea or 
weakened before passing over land. 

Two tropical storms made landfall in the U.S., 
causing little more than rain and some beach 
erosion. 

“We had a great, great year,” said Chris Vecsey, a 
salesman at Top Gun Tackle in Orange Beach, Ala., 
near where Tropical Storm Ida slogged ashore in 
November. “Last year we had Gustav and Ike and 
a couple of other storms that didn’t even hit here. 
And with all the hype, it mined us. It just didn’t 
happen this year.” 

The 2009 season was on target with the lower 
end of forecasters’ predictions. Before the season 
began June 1, the National Hurricane Center had 
anticipated nine to 14 storms, with four to seven 
hurricanes — a prediction that the Miami-based 
center scaled back slightly in August before the 
arrival of the season’s first storm, Tropical Storm 
Ana. 

James Franklin, the center’s chief hurricane 
specialist, credited much of the quiet season to El 
Nino, the periodic warming of the central Pacific 
Ocean. El Nino, he said, produced strong winds 
in the Atlantic that cut down storms before they 
could develop into hurricanes. 

Franklin said forecasters also noticed drier 
conditions in the atmosphere, which limited the 


potential for storms. 

“Lately we’ve had busy seasons,” Franklin said. 
“To get a year this quiet, it’s a little bit unusual.” 
The 2009 hurricane season was the quietest since 
2006, which also had nine total storms and five 
hurricanes, none of which made landfall in the 
U.S. 

To find a season with fewer storms, you have to 
look back to 1997. That year, there were just seven 
storms, including three hurricanes. One of them, 
Hurricane Danny, killed at least nine people as it 
stalled over the Alabama coast and flooded parts 
of the Carolinas, causing $100 million in damage. 
The 2009 season was not all mild. Tropical Storm 
Claudette poured up to 4.5 inches of rain when it 
made landfall at Fort Walton Beach on the Florida 
Panhandle in August, then quickly fizzled. Also in 
August, Hurricane Bill, a large Category 4 storm, 
was blamed for the deaths of two swimmers in 
Florida and Maine as it passed the East Coast. 

Ida was a hurricane but weakened to a tropical 
storm before it came ashore in Alabama about 
three weeks ago. Its remnants swept up the East 
Coast, bringing heavy rain and flooding from the 
Carolinas to New Jersey. 

The third 2009 hurricane, Fred, fizzled in the 
ocean without touching land. Don Langham, 
emergency operations director for Jackson County 
on the Mississippi coast, said Ida’s late arrival was 
a good wake-up call for residents after what had 
proven to be a tranquil hurricane season. 

“That’s why they say the season never ends until 
Nov. 30,” Langham said. “It was a good little test 
run.” 


After suffering the brunt of punishing hurricanes 
such as Katrina and Rita in 2005 and Gustav and 
Ike in 2008, residents of the Atlantic and Gulf 
coasts were grateful for this year’s break. But not 
everybody is ready to declare the 2009 season 
over. 

In Pensacola Beach, Fla., which was devastated by 
Hurricane Ike in 2004, Sam Boutwell said he’s not 
counting on a storm-free winter. 

“There is always that chance,” Boutwell said 
Monday as he worked at the beachside pier renting 
fishing poles and tackle to tourists. “We have had 
out-of-season storms.” 

Meanwhile, several state and local emergency 
officials said quiet hurricane seasons make them 
worry that coastal residents will take the threat less 
seriously in 2010. 

“They’re going to be more complacent next year, 
and that’s something we need to keep in mind,” 
said Mark Cooper, director of the Louisiana 
Governor’s Office of Homeland Security and 
Emergency Preparedness. 

Still, the peaceful 2009 season turned out to be a 
well-timed blessing for Patrick Keene and his wife, 
Kathie, who are rebuilding a home in Pascagoula, 
Miss., that was demolished by Hurricane Katrina. 
Ida passed without disrupting construction, and 
Keene said he expects to move in well before the 
next hurricane season. His newly fortified home is 
made of concrete rather than wood and sits six feet 
higher off the ground than his old house. 

“We all realize that our days are numbered,” 
Keene said. “It’s just a matter of time before you 
get another one.” □

MUNICH (AP) — A German 
court put John Demjanjuk on 
trial Monday to face charges 
of being an accessory to the 
murder of 27,900 Jews at 
a Nazi death camp and his 
lawyer immediately accused 
the court in Munich of bias. 
The 89-year-old retired Ohio 
autoworker arrived in a 
wheelchair to face the final 
chapter of some 30 years 
of efforts to prosecute him, 
wearing a navy baseball cap 
and covered in a light blue 
blanket. 

His attorney opened the 
proceedings by filing a motion 
against the court’s judge and 
prosecutors, accusing them 
of treating the Ukrainian- 
born Demjanjuk harsher 
than Germans who ran the 
Nazi’s Sobidor death camp in 
occupied Poland. 

Lawyer Ulrich Busch charged 
that the case should never 
have been brought to trial. He 


cited cases in which Germans 
assigned to Sobibor — where 
prosecutors allege Demjanjuk 
served as a guard — were 
acquitted. 

“How can you say that those 
who gave the orders were 
innocent ... and the one who 
received the orders is guilty?” 
Busch told the court. “There 
is a moral and legal double 
standard being applied 
today.” 

Demjanjuk was deported in 
May from the United States 
to Germany, and has been in 
custody since then. He could 
face up to 15 years in prison if 
convicted. 

A doctor who examined 
Demjanjuk two hours before 
the trial began said his vital 
signs were all stable. 
Demjanjuk’s family, however, 
says he is terminally ill. His 
trial has been limited to two 
90-minute sessions per day. 
Demjanjuk kept his eyes 
closed throughout the 
proceedings and remained 
mute in response to the judge’s 
questions about his personal 
details. He repeatedly opened 
his mouth, apparently wincing 
in pain. 

Efraim Zuroff, the top Nazi- 
hunter at the Simon Wiesenthal 
Center, said it was important 
the trial was finally taking 
place, but felt that Demjanjuk 
may have been trying to look 
more ill than he was. 

“He has a vested interest in 


appearing as sick and as frail 
as possible. And he’s going 
to play it up to the hilt,” said 
Zuroff, who attended the 
opening. 

Demjanjuk became a 
household name in the 1980s 
when he was extradited by the 
United States for trial in Israel 
on charges that he was the 
notoriously brutal guard at the 
Nazi’s Treblinka death camp 
who earned the moniker “Ivan 
the Terrible” for his deeds. 

He was convicted in 1988 of 
war crimes and crimes against 
humanity, and spent seven 
years in prison until Israel’s 
Supreme Court in 1993 
overturned the conviction. 
It ruled that another person, 
not Demjanjuk, was actually 
“Ivan the Terrible.” 
Demjanjuk, a former Soviet 
Red Army soldier, is now 
accused of volunteering to 
serve as a guard under the SS 
after being taken prisoner by 
the Nazis in 1942. 

According to the indictment, 
he served as a simple 
“wachmann,” or guard, under 
the SS. As such, he is the 
lowest-ranking person to go 
on trial for Nazi war crimes. 
The prosecution argues that, 
even with no living witnesses 
who can implicate Demjanjuk 
in specific acts of brutality 
or murder, just being a guard 
at a death camp means he 
was involved in the Nazis’ 
machinery of destruction.□ 
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Iran holds yacht with 
five British nationals

LONDON (AP) — Iran is 
holding five British sailors after 
stopping their racing yacht in 
the Persian Gulf, the British 
government said Monday. The 
move could heighten tensions 
between Iran and major world 
powers, including Britain, that 
are demanding a halt to its 
nuclear program. 

The yacht owned by Sail 
Bahrain was stopped on its way 
from the tiny island country 
to the Gulf city of Dubai on 
Wednesday when it “may 
have strayed inadvertently 
into Iranian waters,” Britain’s 
Foreign Office said. Sail 
Bahrain’s Web site identified 
the yacht as the “Kingdom of 
Bahrain” and said it had been 
due to join the 360-mile Dubai- 
Muscat Offshore Sailing Race, 
which was to begin Nov. 26. 
The event was to be the boat’s 
first offshore race, the Web 
site said, adding that the vessel 
had been fitted with a satellite 
tracker. 

Attempts to reach 
representatives of the 
raceboat’s owner were not 
immediately successful. 
Richard Schofield, an expert 
on international boundaries 
in the Middle East at King’s 
College in London, said it was 
difficult to understand how 
the boat could have ended 
up in trouble with Iranian 
authorities. 

“It’s hard to see why, on a 


regular journey from Bahrain 
to Dubai, they would have 
gone through Iranian territorial 
waters,” he said. 

British Foreign Secretary 
David Miliband said that 
British officials had been in 
touch about the matter with 
their Iranian counterparts 
for nearly a week. It was 
not immediately clear why 
British officials had decided 
to publicize the case now. 

“I hope this issue will soon be 
resolved,” Miliband said in 
the brief statement. 

The statement added that the 
crew members “are still in Iran” 
and were “understood to be 
safe” but did not specify where 
they were and what their legal 
status was. A Foreign Office 
spokeswoman said she was 
not in a position to elaborate. 
She spoke anonymously in 
line with department policy. 
A spokesman for Britain’s 
military also declined 
comment. 

An Iranian Foreign Ministry 
official said he was not aware 
of reports a British yacht 
had been stopped. He spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because he was not authorized 
to talk to the press. 

Iran’s elite Revolutionary 
Guard has the responsibility 
for protecting Iranian waters 
in the Persian Gulf. Officials 
from the Guard and from 
the regular navy could not 
be reached for comment on 
Monday. 


Iran is holding three young 
Americans who strayed across 
the border from northern Iraq 
in July. The U.S. has appealed 
for their release, saying they 
were innocent hikers who 
accidentally crossed into Iran. 
Tehran has accused them of 
spying, a sign that they could 
be put on trial. 

Fifteen British military 
personnel were detained in the 
Gulf by Iran under disputed 
circumstances in March 
2007. Iran charged them with 
trespassing in its waters, 
and the Iranian government 
televised apologies by some 
of the captured crew. 

All were eventually freed 
without an apology from 
Britain, which steadfastly 
insisted the crew members 
were taken in Iraqi waters, 
where they were authorized to 
be. 

Schofield, of King’s College, 
said that Iran had a pattern of 
taking such action when it was 
feeling “a little defensive.” 
“There’s pressure being felt,” 
he said. “It has happened 
before.” But he added that, as 
this case involved civilians, it 
was less likely to be prey to 
international tensions. 

The phone rang unanswered 
at the Iranian Embassy in 
London.

Canada float plane crash kills six, including baby 


SATURNA, British Columbia (AP) — A float 
plane crashed off Canada’s Pacific coast, 
killing six people, including a Vancouver 
doctor and her six month-old baby, as well as 
two American residents. Two people on board 
survived. The Dehavilland Beaver aircraft went 
down Sunday during takeoff in Lyall Harbour, 
off Saturna Island in British Columbia’s Gulf 
Islands — about 50 miles (80 kilometers) south 
of Vancouver. 

Only two of the eight on board — the pilot and 
a female passenger — were rescued within 
minutes of the crash and both are expected to 
survive, although one has serious injuries, the 
other is listed in stable condition. Bill Yearwood 
of Canada’s Transportation Safety Board said 
investigators are hoping the pilot can tell them 


what went wrong. 

A float plane is an aircraft equipped with 
pontoons for water landings. 

Coast guard spokesman Troy Haddock said 
divers recovered the bodies of six people who 
were trapped in the plane which sank in 11 
meters (36 feet) of water, moments after going 
down. James White heard the crash and rushed 
to his boat to look for survivors, but while he 
got into Lyall Harbour within minutes, the 
plane had already slipped beneath the water. 
“There was no sign of anybody else or any other 
debris from the aircraft so I think it probably 
sank pretty fast,” White said. 

He found a woman and the pilot close together 
in the water, both conscious and begging for 
help. □

GENEVA (AP) — A Swiss 
ban on minarets could violate 
fundamental liberties, Europe’s 
top human-rights watchdog 
said Monday in an indication 
that the heavily criticized vote 
could be overturned. 

The Council of Europe said 
banning “new minarets in 
Switzerland raises concerns as 
to whether fundamental rights 
of individuals, protected by

international treaties, should 
be subject to popular votes.” 
The statement by the 47-nation 
council’s secretary-general, 
Thorbjom Jagland, suggests 
a case may be made to seek a 
ruling by the European Court 
of Human Rights condemning 
Switzerland for violating 
freedom of expression, 
freedom of religion and 
prohibition of discrimination. 
Swiss Justice Minister 
Eveline Widmer-Schlumpf 


said the ban would come 
into force immediately, but 
also indicated that the court 
could strike down the Sunday 
vote, which incurred swift 
condemnation at home and 
abroad for banning the towers 
used to put out the Islamic call 
to prayer. 

“The ban contradicts the 
European Convention on 
Human Rights,” Zurich daily 
Blick cited Widmer-Schlumpf 
as saying, referring to the 1950 
treaty laying out basic rights 
that the court in Strasbourg, 
France, was created to ensure 
member states abide by. 

The referendum backed 
by nationalist parties was 
approved by 57.5 percent of 
the population Sunday, forcing 
the government to declare 
illegal the building of any 
new minarets in Switzerland. 
It doesn’t affect the country’s 
four existing minarets. 
France’s Foreign Minister 
Bernard Kouchner said he was 
“a bit scandalized” by the vote, 
which amounts to “oppressing 
a religion.” 

“I hope that the Swiss will go 
back on this decision rather 
quickly,” Kouchner said on 
France’s RTL radio.

Somali pirates hijack S20M 


Tanker of oil going to U.S.

NAIROBI, Kenya — Crews 
on oil tankers aren’t allowed to 
smoke above deck, much less 
carry guns, for fear of igniting 
the ship’s payload. That’s one 
of the main reasons Somali 
pirates met little resistance 
when they hijacked a U.S.- 
bound supertanker carrying 
$20 million in crude. 

The Greek-flagged tanker — 
traveling from Saudi Arabia to 
New Orleans — had no escort 
when it was hijacked Sunday 
because naval warships are 
stretched too thin. The problem 
has been further exacerbated 
because pirates have expanded 
their operations to hundreds of 
miles out at sea. 

The hijacking, one year after 
seizure of a Saudi supertanker 
led to heightened international 
efforts to fight piracy off the 


Horn of Africa, has highlighted 
the difficulty of keeping 
ships safe in the region — 
particularly oil tankers. 

The Maran Centaurus was 
about 800 miles off the coast of 
Somalia when it was hijacked 
with 28 crew, said Cmdr. John 
Harbour, a spokesman for the 
EU Naval Force. 

On Monday, it was headed 
toward Somalia’s lawless 
coast, a location where pirates 
most likely will hold the vessel 
as they attempt to negotiate a 
multimillion-dollar ransom. 
While some ships traveling in 
the region have been outfitted 
with high pressure water guns 
and piercing noisemakers 
to repel pirates, even this is 
shunned on oil tankers for fear 
of triggering a response from 
pirates armed with guns and 
rocket-propelled grenades. 

“If you’re not allowed to 


smoke a cigarette on the upper 
deck of an oil tanker, why 
would you want someone 
with a weapon up there?” 
said Graeme Gibbon-Brooks, 
who heads the private security 
company Dryad Maritime 
Intelligence. 

There is also the threat that an 
accident or gunfight could lead 
to a leak that would devastate 
thousands of miles of ocean or 
coastline. 

Protecting the huge tankers 
that carry more than half of 
the world’s oil supply is made 
even more difficult because of 
their slow speed. 

Sailors can typically 
distinguish fishermen from 
pirates around 300 yards, but 
by then it is too late to stop 
most attacks, said Gibbon- 
Brooks. 

Expense and legal worries rule

Palestinian conflict could also 
suffer, said Daniel Warner, 
a Swiss-American political 
scientist at the Graduate 
Institute in Geneva. 

Arriving at a meeting of 
European Union justice 
ministers, Widmer-Schlumpf 


argued the vote was not 
“a referendum against 
Islam ... but a vote directed 
against fundamentalist 

developments.” 

She defended the referendum 
as being “about minarets 
and not, of course, about the 
Islamic community,” she 
said. “We are interested in 
a multi-religious society in 
Switzerland.” 

Supporters of the ban said 
the number of Muslims in 
Switzerland had grown sharply 
from 50,000 in 1980, but it is 
still only 4 percent of the 7.5 
million population, many of 
whom don’t practice. Western 
Europe has an estimated 14 
million Muslims. 

Voting figures showed a rural- 
urban split in the Swiss vote, 
with only 38.6 percent of 
people in major cities backing 
the ban compared with about 
two-thirds of the population 
in smaller towns and villages, 
officials said. 

Anne-Marie Birnstiel, in the 
wealthy Alpine town of Gstaad 
told AP Television News she 
was disappointed by the vote 
and afraid of the consequences 
for Switzerland. □

TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras 
(AP) — Honduras’ president¬ 
elect is not worried that many 
countries do not recognize his 
election. Washington supports 
Porfirio Lobo, and that’s what 
matters most to this Central 
American nation. 

Lobo, 61, lit up in public 
appearances Monday with his 
trademark toothy grin as he 
assured Hondurans that the 
crisis over the June 28 coup 
that overthrew leftist-allied 
President Manuel Zelaya 
would soon be history. 

“It’s difficult not to recognize 
an electoral process in a 
democratic country,” Lobo 
said at a news conference 
with foreign reporters. “This 
is how the crisis ends.” 

That is what coup supporters 
have hoped all along, and 
why they resisted reinstating 
Zelaya before Sunday’s vote 
despite intense international 
pressure. 

Leaders in many Latin 
American countries, 

particularly those on the left, 
are standing firm in refusing 
to recognize the election, 
saying it sets a dangerous 
precedent for a region that has 
been vulnerable to coups. 

But those nations are unlikely 
to influence Honduras, a 
very poor country that sends 
the bulk of its exports to 
the United States and relies 
heavily on money sent home 
from the 1 million Hondurans 
who live in the U.S. 
Washington’s position 

also is likely to influence 
other countries, and some 
have already followed its 
lead in accepting the vote, 
including Colombia, Panama, 
Guatemala, Costa Rica and 
Peru. 

Brazil, the most influential 
country to reject the 
election, is Latin America’s 
largest economy but it has 
minimal trade relations with 
Honduras. 

Venezuela’s leftist president, 
Hugo Chavez, tried to increase 
his influence in Honduras 
under Zelaya, sending oil 
exports in exchange for long¬ 
term payment at a very low 
interest rate. But Honduras 
still got most of its oil from 
the U.S. and other countries, 


so it made little difference 
when Chavez stopped fuel 
shipments to protest the coup. 
Politically, however, Lobo 
could suffer. Brazil and 
Venezuela have enough clout 
to keep the Organization 
of American States from 
reinstating Honduras, which 
could bar the Lobo government 
from diplomatic summits — a 
sanction that communist Cuba 
faced for five decades. 

Heather Berkman, a Honduran 
expert with the New York- 
based Eurasia group, predicts 
most countries will re¬ 
establish ties and multilateral 
groups are likely to follow. 
“There’s anew president, from 
peaceful elections that were 
largely seen as legitimate and 
transparent,” she said. “It’s 
going to be hard, I think, for 
countries to ignore another 
country in the region for the 
next five years.” 

Many Hondurans just want to 
be rid of crippling isolation, 
including the suspension of 
U.S. development aid and 
anti-narcotics cooperation 


in a country suffering 
from staggering drug gang 
violence. 

Washington also wants Lobo to 
patch up the political conflict 
that resulted from Zelaya’s 
ouster over his attempt to hold 
a referendum on changing the 
constitution after the Supreme 
Court ruled the effort illegal. 
“We recognize those results, 
and we commend Mr. Lobo for 
having won these elections,” 
Arturo Valenzuela, the U.S. 
assistant secretary of state for 
the Western Hemisphere, said 
in Washington. 

But the United States has 
stopped short of promising 
to restore aid and military 
ties with its old ally, saying 
negotiations must continue on 
forming a unity government to 
run Honduras until Lobo takes 
office when Zelaya’s term 
expires Jan. 27. 

“While the election is a 
necessary step, it is not a 
sufficient one,” Valenzuela 
said. 

Under a U.S.-brokered pact, 
Honduran lawmakers are to 


vote Wednesday on whether 
Zelaya should be restored as 
president to head the unity 
government. However, that is 
unlikely. 

Zelaya, who remains holed up 
at the Brazilian Embassy, has 
said he will not return to the 
presidency even if Congress 
votes him back in, saying the 
window for reversing the coup 


has closed. 

Zelaya says Washington 
turned its back on him. 

“I’m totally shocked at how this 
election has been inflated to 
turn into a lie for Hondurans,” 
Zelaya told Radio Globo on 
Monday. “This process is full 
of vices. It has no legitimacy 
and it should be annulled. ”□

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (AP) — An Argentine judge put a 
hold Monday on another court’s decision to permit the first gay 
marriage in Latin America, but supporters of the couple said 
they would try to go ahead with the ceremony anyway. 

The official court Web site said national judge Marta Gomez 
Alsina ordered the wedding blocked until the issue can be 
considered by the Supreme Court. 

Jose Maria Di Bello and his partner, Alex Freyre, set plans 
to wed Tuesday based on an earlier ruling by a city judge in 
Buenos Aires. 

“They are shocked and saddened by the news, but still have

hopes that the wedding will go forth as planned,” said Maria 
Rachid, president of the Argentine Federation for Lesbians, 
Gays, Bisexuals and Transsexuals who coordinated the team of 
laywers that filed the couple’s suit. 

Rachid said the couple had not been officially notified of 
Monday’s order and would appear at the marriage registry 
Tuesday. 

“If the civil registry where the wedding was to take place 
refuses to go through with the ceremony, the gay community 
will organize a protest,” Rachid told The Associated Press. 

The court Web site said the civil registry where the wedding 
was to take place had been notified of the latest ruling. 

Two weeks ago, a city judge, acting with the blessing of Buenos 
Aires’ mayor, ruled the couple had been unconstitutionally 
denied a marriage license and gave them permission to wed. 
“We have a huge responsibility on our shoulders,” Freyre told 
the AP in discussing the implications of the couple’s effort. 
“People are suffering because of these limitations.” 

In 2002, Buenos Aires became the first Spanish-speaking city to 
allow same-sex civil unions. 

Argentina’s national legislature opened debate last month on a 
bill that would change a civil code provision defining marriage 
as a union between a man and a woman. A new marriage law 
would mean gay couples could enjoy all the rights of a married 
couple like the right to adopt children, inherit wealth or share a 
health care plan. 

“Our families need to have these rights, especially people like 
us who live with HIV and need a shared health care plan,” 
Freyre said. 

The couple, who met at an HIV awareness rally, wanted to 
marry on Dec. 1 because it is World AIDS day.Q

Serena Williams fined 
record $82,500 for 
U.S. Open tirade

Serena Williams was fined a 
record $82,500 for her tirade 
at a U.S. Open line judge and 
could be suspended from that 
tournament if she has another 
“major offense” at any Grand 
Slam in the next two years. 
Grand Slam administrator 
Bill Babcock’s ruling was 
released Monday, and he said 
Williams faces a “probationary 
period” at tennis’ four major 
championships in 2010 and 
2011. If she has another 
“major offense” at a Grand 
Slam tournament in that time, 
the fine would increase to 
$175,000 and she would be 
barred from the following U.S. 
Open. 

“But if she does not have 
another offense in the next two 
years, the suspension is lifted,” 
Babcock said in a telephone 
interview from London. 

He said Williams is handing 
over $82,500 right now to 
the Grand Slam committee, 
already far more than the 
previous highest fine for a 
Grand Slam offense. In 1995, 


Jeff Tarango stormed off 
the court at Wimbledon and 
accused the chair umpire of 
showing favoritism to certain 
players in exchange for their 
friendship. Tarango was fined 
a total of $43,756, which was 
reduced to $28,256 on appeal, 
and barred from Wimbledon 
the next year. 

Williams lashed out at a 
lineswoman after a foot-fault 
call at the end of her semifinal 
loss to eventual champion Kim 
Clijsters at the U.S. Open in 
September. It was a profanity- 
laced, finger-pointing, racket- 
brandishing display in which 
Williams approached the 
official with what U.S. Open 
tournament director Jim 
Curley called at the time “a 
threatening manner.” 

“I am thankful that we now 
have closure on the incident 
and we can all move forward,” 
Williams said in a statement 
released Monday by her 
publicist. “I am back in training 
in preparation for next season 
and I continue to be grateful for 
all of the support from my fans 
and the tennis community.”

SOUTH BEND, Ind. - Charlie Weis arrived 
at Notre Dame flashing Super Bowls rings 
and talking about outscheming opponents. He 
leaves one of college football’s most prestigious 
programs without even matching the record of 
the two men who were fired before him. 
Athletic director Jack Swarbrick announced 
the decision to fire Weis on Monday. 

“For many of you who may have thought that 
was a foregone conclusion, I would say to you 
that the decision was harder than you might 
have thought, principally because of the man 
it involved,” Swarbrick said during a news 
conference on campus. 

Swarbrick said there was a huge gulf between 
the coach’s brash image and personal style. But 
he still recommended to the Rev. John Jenkins, 
Notre Dame’s president, on Sunday night 


that Weis be let go with six years left on his 
contract. Weis finishes with a 35-27 record in 
five seasons, among the worst of any Fighting 
Irish coach. 

“He will go on to have great success. He’ll add 
some Super Bowl rings to the ones he already 
has as a successful coordinator in the NFL and 
we will miss him,” Swarbrick said. “But for 
us it’s time to move forward. It’s time to move 
forward because it is critical to this program 
and to its place in the university and college 
football that we compete at the highest level. 
That we compete for national championships.” 
Assistant head coach Rob Ianello will step in 
for Weis until a new coach is hired. 

The Fighting Irish (6-6) are eligible to play in a 
bowl game, but Swarbrick has said he wants to 
hear from the players before deciding if Notre 
Dame will go to a minor postseason game.

Following a 6-2 start this season, Notre Dame began a 
winless November with the second upset by Navy in three 
years. Then came losses to Pittsburgh and to Connecticut in 
double overtime on senior day in South Bend. By the time 
the Irish lost their season-finale to Stanford on Saturday, it 
seemed inevitable Weis would be gone. 

Speculation about possible replacements for Weis has 
been rampant for weeks. Among the top names mentioned, 
Florida’s Urban Meyer and Oklahoma’s Bob Stoops 
already have said they plan to stay where they are. 
Speaking on a conference call Monday, Stoops said: “I’m 
going to be at Oklahoma next year, so I can’t be at two 
places at once.” 

Cincinnati’s Brian Kelly has also been mentioned, along 
with Stanford’s Jim Harbaugh and TCU’s Gary Patterson. 
A self-confident offensive coordinator with the NFL 
champion New England Patriots when he was hired, Weis 
raised Irish expectations with back-to-back appearances in 
BCS bowl games in his first two seasons. 

Since then, though, Notre Dame has gone 16-21 — the 
most losses by the Irish in a three-year span.

Weis’ record is worse than his two predecessors, Tyrone 
Willingham and Bob Davie, who also were fired. Notre 
Dame is now looking to hire its fifth coach this decade. 
Weis received a new 10-year contract midway through his 
first season, shortly after a thriller against top-ranked USC 
that ended in a 34-31 Notre Dame loss. 

Even though the Irish fell short, playing nearly even with 
Matt Leinart, Reggie Bush and the mighty Trojans had 
the Notre Dame faithful hopeful they had found a coach 
capable of returning the program to its past glories. The 
Fighting Irish have won eight AP national titles, more than 
any other school, but none since 1988. 

Yet the USC loss turned out to be the highlight of Weis’ 
tenure. 

Because it began so promisingly, Weis’ final three seasons 
in South Bend were especially painful for the legion of 
Fighting Irish supporters nationwide. 

“There were a lot of expectations he didn’t live up to. He 
admitted to that,” said former Notre Dame wide receiver 
David Grimes, who played four seasons for Weis and was 
on campus working out Monday. “But it’s sad to see.” 
With Brady Quinn, Jeff Samardzija and other key players 
gone in 2007, the Irish started 0-5 for the first time in 
school history. 

They finished 3-9, leaving Weis one loss shy of matching 
Davie’s school record of 16 losses in his first three 
seasons. 

Most shocking, though, was the fact the Irish finished last 
in the NCAA in total offense just three years after Weis said 
at his introductory news conference that when it comes to 
X’s and O’s “we have the greatest advantage.” 

The past two seasons the Irish have collapsed in November. 
They got off to a 5-2 start before going 1 -4 down the stretch 
a year ago, before ending this season with four losses, none 
by no more than a touchdown. 

“I’m disappointed,” former Notre Dame player Asaph 
Schwapp said. “It’s definitely sad to see. I loved being 
coached by him.” 

Notre Dame fans who celebrated Weis’ cockiness when 
he was winning grew tired of his Jersey attitude when the 
Irish started losing, with many calling him arrogant. 

His biggest failure, however, was his team’s inability to 
play good defense. The Irish never finished higher than 
39th in the country in total defense and gave up big play 
after big play. Weis’ teams lost six games by 26 points or 
more. 

The now-former coach appeared to know his firing was 
imminent, saying a day after the loss to Connecticut on 
Nov. 21 that he would have a hard time arguing against his 
dismissal “because 6-5 is not good enough” — an echo of 
his words when he took the job. 

Whoever replaces Weis will be charged with ending the 
longest title drought in school history.Q
